Whese Se Legidation a 


With the ‘introduction of legislation in the Fotis ‘of Commons at 


the marketing of wheat, a complete reversal in the poli¢y which has hitherto 
been one of the outstanding features of Canada’s development will become 
@ffective. Time alone will reveal whether the policy now being adopted is 
wise or not, but unquestionably the several governments ‘concerned are con- 
Vincedl that it te @ necemmary step to take et this partleliat period in our 
national and economic history. 

From the earliest days of the opening of Western Canada to settlement, 
and following the construction of our first transcontinental railway, it has 
been the aim of all governments ‘at Ottawa not only to encourage settie- 
ment, but through the provision of all necessary services to promote the 
production of the greatest possible volume of wheat. In the development 
of these policies the Federal government has been assisted and its. efforts 


supplemented by the Provincial governments in the West. Production was |: 


encouraged in all possible ways and by évery practicable means. A never 
ceasing battle against weeds, insect pests,‘ rust, losses from hail, has been 
waged; new varieties of early ripening grain have been developed in order 
to increase the area capable of wheat production; the use of good clean 
seed has been stressed; the credit of the Dominion and the provinces has 


been utilized to make Western Canada a great wheat producing country, 


Under the legislation now before. parliament and the ‘legislatures, gov- 
ernments are to také control of wheat sales and marketing in order to 
restrict the volume of such sales; and to apportion among the farmers the 
amount each will be permitted to sell in the coming crop year, while the 
Federal authorities will control the volume of sales and deliveries outside 
the Provinces. 

'“Control of Marketing of Wheat Acts” of a uniform character sub- 
mitted to the legislatures of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta provide 
for control by license or otherwise of the quantity of wheat which each 
owner or occupant of land may sell during the crop year 1934-35. This 
legislation also provides that any wheat sold in the provinces shall be sold 
and delivered in accordance with the regulations made by the Provincial 
Boards; allows an interprovincial board to take ‘possession and sell wheat 
stored anywhere in the province; provides power to enter into contracts or 
agreements of any kird with respect to the purchase, sale, handling, trans- 
portation, storage and {psurance of wheat ‘and to determine what consti- 
tutes delivery or possession. 

In a word, the provinces take absolute control over the marketing, pur- 
chase and sale, and the hantiling and transportation of all wheat within 
their respective provinces, while the Dominion takes control of the sale and 


deliveries of wheat outside the provinces whether within Canada or to} 8° 


other countries. 

This, in substance, is the manner in which it is proposed to implement 
Canada’s undertaking in the International Wheat Agreement negotiated at 
London last year, rathef than to attempt to enforce a definite per centage 
reduction in the acreagé sown to wheat and which might, or might not, 
depending upon climatic and other conditions, result in a lowered wheat 
production, 

Unquestionably the administration of this new legislation will be aiffi- 
cult. It will call for great tact and discrimination if almost universal critic- 
fam of and opposition to it ig not to develop. Consideration must be given 
to those thousands of wheat farmers in the drought stricken areas \of the 
West who have not enjoyed normal crops for several years and many of 
whom have had no crops at all, If crop conditions are favorable this sea- 
son they must be allowed full opportunity to rehabilitate themselves. The 
needs of a farmer with a large family of young children are necessarily 
greater than those of a farmer having no. family, or whose children are 
now of adult age and can care for themselves. In fact, a. hundred and one 
varying circumstances will arise demanding consideration. Hence, the task 
of issuing individual licenses fixing the quantity of whea® which each 
farmer may sell will be a task in itself. 

The new legislation is to be effective for one year only, although, of 
course, it may come up for review prior to its expiration. In view of pres- 
ent world conditions this restrictive legislation may be necessary; govern- 
ments at all event appear to be convinced that it is necessary. Therefore, 
despite the many conflicting views which prevail, it would appear to be best 
that people generally should not only agree to give it a fair trial, but that 
they should do what lies in their power to make the proposed system oper- 
ate as efficiently and with as little friction as possible. Let us see what it 


can accomplish for our farmer producers in the crop year 1934-35,

By a vote of 113 to 94, Conserva- 
tives defeated a motion fo restrain 
the prime minister from making 
further recommendations to the king 
for titles and honors. 

Lining up withthe Liberals, Pro 
gressives and United Farmers in 
support of the. non-titles motion, 
sponsored by Humphrey Mitchell, 
Labor member for East Hamilton, 
were two Ontario Conservatives, 
George Spotton, North Huron, and I. 
D. Cotnam, North Renfrew. On the 
other hand Sir Eugene Fiset, Liberal, 
Rimouski, former deputy minister of 
national defence, joined the govern- 
ment forces. 

In the biggest vote of the session, 
with pairs unrecognized, the govern- 
ment had one of the smallest, if not 
the smallest majority since it came 
into office in 1930. Conservatives 
have a working majority of 30 over 
all parties in the house, with one 
vacancy.

ST. LAWRENCE 
PACT REJECTED 
BY U. S. SENATE 


Washington. — The St. Lawrence 
waterway treaty, negotiated by the 
governments of ex-president Herbert 
Hoover and Prime Minister R. B. 
Bennett in its present form, was a 
dead issue as far as the United 
States senate was concerned. Not 
so at the White House, where even 
as President Roosevelt admitted the 
rejection of hig request for ratifica- 
tion, he intimated he would reintro- 
duce the measure in some form. 

The administration's attitude was 
expressed as being ‘a’ 
death” a St. Lawrence seaway would 
be built. Mr. Roosevelt himself ex- 
pressed apprehension that failure of 
the senate to ratify would place the 
canal entirely under Canadian con- 
trel. 

The certainty of a channel capable 
of carrying ocean going freighters 
frvm the head of the great lakes to 
tne Atlantic was echoed by Senator 
Kkebert Lafollette, Progressive-Re- 
publican of Wisconsin, one of the 
leading advocates of the treaty in 
the senate, After defeat of the 
measure by a vote of 46 for, 42 
egainst, falling 18 short of the nec- 
essary two-thirds, Lafollette told 
newspapermen, “This is just the be- 
ginning of the fight.” 

Senator Lafollette represents the 
att‘tude of rerators from the lake

Representing the Illinois attitude, 
Senator J. Hamilton Lewis, Demo- 
creat, a leader against ratification, 
said the treaty wa; defeated because 
it. “violated American rights'’ and 
insist.d “any proposal to send a new 
treaty to’ the senate will be of no 
avail unless it renounces the claim 
to Lake Michigan as an international 
lake and admits the amount of 
diversion to Chicago is to be de- 
termined by congress and the state 
of Illinois.” 

With these reservations, he said, 
the treaty would be approved.

Breathes there a man, with soul so dead, 
Who never to himselt hath said, 
This is my own, my native land! 
Whose heart hath ne’er within him burned 
As home his footsteps he hath turned 

. From wandering on a foreign strand? 
if such there breathe, go, mark him well;

So sang the celebrated Scottish poet, and these lines 
were never more true than they are today. The man who 
is always extolling the virtues of some other country, 
sume other province, some other town, is a very poor 
asset to that town, province, or country which now num- 
Lers him as a citizen. Yet many of us can go back in 
memory to the days before the war. In comparison with 
present conditions, not in this country alone, but through 
out the whole world, we may truly find cause for much 
reflection. : 

With what enthusiasm the boys drilled and marched 
i way in 1914 and the years immediately following. 

For Romans in Rome’s quarrel spared neither land 
nor gold, 

Nor son nor wife, nor limb nor fe; in the brave 
days of old. 

. Then none was for a party; Then all were for the 
state; : ’ 

‘then the Great Man helped the poor, and the. poor 
nan helped the great; — 

Then lands were fairly portioned; then spoils were 
fairly sold; Pa 

‘the Romans were like brothers in the brave days. of 
old.” 


Recall how the mothers, wives and sweethearts of 
the boys over there, toiled at unaccustomed labor, knitted 
und saved to “do tneir bit” to make the world safe, to 
“win the war to end war.” 


We might pass over those who among the enlisted 
like the ‘Jiggamer Brindle’ we used to know who manag- 
ed to secure a safety first job in England and never saw 
I’rance. The thousands of boys who never came back, 
thousands who came back, shattered and broken physi- 
cally, mentally and spiritually so far overshadow tne 1ew 
who, in Khaki, got more out of the.conflict than they 
gave, that we must not infer that there were many such. 

Many of those who suffered over there, had lett good 
jobs here, employers promising that the job wou.d te 
cafe when they returned—whicn promise was very often 
broken—left mothers, wives and children dependent on 
the country for support in the absence of the bread 
\.mner. ‘they fougnt for home and loved ones, for their 
country and their God, But on returning home (if they 
aid return) they have in many cases had a rude awaken- 
ing. It was bad enough to be served rations of “Bully 
Beef” which exploded uke hand grenades, to bear the 
coil, muck, stench and cooties of the trenches, but to 
come home at last to discover that what was won by the 
war was only added fortunes to those who had been in 
position to pull the strings which had. kept the puppets 
_ancing. ‘Lnat in.reality war is not now a matter of de- 
finding ones home ar loved ones, but a -business pro- 
pusition, a war for monetary ends ‘only, that for every 
drop of blood shed in France somebody added another 
dollar tothe pile already amassed. 

That on returning to his home land he was expected 
io pay for the war which he now sees was for the pur- 
pose of making money for financial pirates and not for 
wie defence of his home. 

That to “re-establish” him the Government sold him 
a farm at perhaps three times its value, and kept an in- 
spector on the Job to see that he continued to labor to 
pay for this overvalued land and equipment, 

Is it any wonder that from many mouths has been 
heard the declaration that in case of another war the 
wealth of the nation should be the first thing con- 
scripted. 

{f war is a means to make wealth, why not let it be <. 
war of money and not put human lives as the stake in 
which this dreadful price has to be paid no matter who 
“wins” the war. 

We look back to what we call the dark ages, to 
time when those who had the largest band of retainers 
was able to take from the weaker neighbor that which 
he had worked for, when might was right and right was 
might, and we feel that we have advanced to a more en- 
lightened age, yet we are not free of the same thing for: 

“..- The good old rule 

Sufficeth them, the simple plan, 

That they should take who have the power 

And they should keep who can.”

“ Text: Genesis 87:5 . 18. 

_. One of the most fasc‘nating, char- 
acters in the Old Testament is 
Joseph. He is somewhat of a con- 
undtum. Was he a day dreamer or 
a night dreamer? Day dreams are 
vastly more important. I think o< 
him as a day dreamer. 

Viewed from one point of view he 
was aprecocious youth: from an other 
he is a young man who has gleaned 
higher ideals. It is true they may 
have been of his own greatness Duc 
we cannot discount them altogether. 
We note his sheaf stood upright am 
his brothers’ sheaves made obeisance 
to him. The sun, moon and eleven 
stars paid obeisance to him also. 

As one sees him towering over his 
brothers in Egypt he wonders what 
part these ideals played in his ad- 
vancement. When an idea becumes 
large enough to command the whole 
being it becomes an ideal. It be- 
comes sufficiently attractive to nnify 
the personality around it. The more 
deeply the idea stirs us the more 
powerful it becomes. In fact if we 
can stir a whole set of emotions with 
an idea the more dynamic it will be. 

Our topic is the power of an ideal 
and Iam concerned about worthy 
ideals, 

When an ideal iy accepted it has 
power to change, completely, the lize 
of the individual. This is equally of 
a nation. We need a whole set . of 
new ideals, How often during this 
depression we hear it asked “What 
can you do about it 7?” As the conver- 
sation proceeds you. surmissed that 
gome one has sightéd land, when the 
expression “O, you cannot change 
human nature,” is heard. 

As repetition is one element in fix- 
ing an idea in the mind I fear that 
it is bginning to take root. ; 

Now human nature is not essenti- 
ally evil. The fact is that a persvn 
is born neither good or bad, yet with 
the capacity to become either, 

I know many talk of the doctrine of 
human depravity trough Adam’s 
sin but we just pass that by here 

Perhaps those same people can look 
at the derelict of society and say if 
conditions had been different he 
might have done~better~ They. re» 
soghize the place of the social en- 
vironmnt in character building. Tae 
social environment does not determine 
everything, if it did, we would all be 
alike in the same environment but 
Joseph differed from hi» brothers 
and Daniel in Babylon defied the 
king’s request. Better environment 
would aid many people. 

I recall an ilustration in Bellamy’s 
book “Looking Backward” (a book 
well worth reading). There was 2 
rose tree which grew near the 
swamp. Annually it did its best to 
produce roses but through blight, 
frost or mildew failed. 


Interested people transplanted it_ 


to the sunny side of the hill and 
there it grew gorgeous ‘roses. 

While a new environment does not 
necessarily change people it does 
give an opportunity to develop latent 
capacities. 

Dr. E. Stanley Jones gave a stir- 
ring addresg in Ottawa which bear= 
upon my topic. May I quote him. 
Dr. Jones spoke about the influence 
of ideas upon people and the power 
of an ideal -when it is accepted to 
caange almost completly a nation’s 
life.’ There is no such thing” he 
said, “as an inferior race and whore 
races can be quickly changed by the 
impelling force of a new emotional 
ideal.” He illustrated by Turkey. 

Had one gone to sleep in the oid 
Turkey of 1914 and awakened in the 
new Turkey of today he would be 
surprised beyond measure at what 
has happened. Simply this that at 
a certain date, just a few years ago, 
the leaders of Turkey pulled the 
roots ‘of the nations life out of the 
East and deliberately set them down 
in. the West. W hat this has 
meant in the way of change to the 
social, economic and educational life 
of the people is almost impossible to 
estimate, of course the young. natur. 
ally change more quickly than the 
old and some people change more 
quickly than others. 

Or let us come to the West itself. 
Rugsia is essentially a western coun- 
try. If one had lived in Russia 
under the Czarist regime and had 
fallen asleep to awaken under the 
Soviet regime what.a contrast 
would find. A short 15 years, or 50 
ago, one could have been forgiven 
for saying “Those Russians will 
never change.” Perhaps human nature 
has not changed, perhaps it did not 
need to change, but the Russians 
have changed. Whether the change 
is for good or ill is not our present 
concern. The agreement is that a 
change of ideals bring a change of 


and the Nazi philosophy and no mat- 
ter what the final results of that 
phenomenon maybe, the fact is that 
a whipped, discouraged, nation has 
suddenly changed from this attitude 
of inferiority and defeat to men of 
self assertiveness and hope, which 
ever dares to dictate its :demands to 
the world. All due to the force of 
an ideal held up to the people and 
embodied in action. 

Now, so much for what has been 
done. Dr. Jones then went on to 
speak of. many phrases of the social 
and religious life of India with ner 
800,000,000 lives which if the faise 
ideas concerning them were changed 
India would be changed. 

Th people of India will not take 
life. The reason for this is the re- 
ligious belief, that an animal, bird or 
insect may embody the transmigra- 
ting soul of a human. This reverence 
for life is in essence good, but the 
people of ndia will not kill vermin, 
rats, snakes, monkey’s or outworn 
cows with the regultthat the rats 
and useless animals alone eat enough 
to feed the people- of India, and 
snakes kill 20,000 people annually. 
Change that idea and the whole ec- 
onomic life of India will be changed. 
Take another illustration, 

The idea prevails that man alone 
can be saved not woman. ii a wom. 
an does well as a woman she may 
come back to earth again as a man 
and may through a process of births 
and rebirths be ultimately saved. But 
she will be saved as a man and not 
as a woman, This has meant that 
woman in Ipdia ‘have beén despised, 
down trodden and made to suffer. 
Change that idea and let even the 
natural emotions assert themselves 
and the change that will result in 
the status of women in India will 
tremendously affect the nation. 

India is changing because they are 
accepting some ideas proclaimed by 
Jesus Christ. : 

Jesus taught not the denial that 
gaffering and evil exists, nor yet an 
escape from them unto another ex- 
istance. He taught a kingdom of 
God on Earth: the overcoming o- 
evil and relief from suffering. He 
taught the worth of woman in terms 
of equality. He taught the value of 
all human beings even outcasts. H:» 
said “I am come that ye might have 
lite more abundant'y. 

Now I am not a _ missionary to 
India and while these facts are _ in- 
tensely interesting, India is not my 
chief concern. The question arises 
of these ideas on dynamic and 
reformative why not here. Surely 
Canadians are equally responsive to 
ideals, ! 

May I spend a few moments in 
suggesting ideas which I think 
should become ideals possessing th? 
whole man. 

How about the idea of sins  for- 
given. ' You have thought about it. 
Would you spend a few hours also 
with God and that problem. Emerge 
from your closet when the past is 
forgiven. 

Are you having victory over ten-- 
ptation? Can you rise, in the might 
of a Christ reinforced manhood, 
against evil that would lay you low. 

Can you make that an ideal. I chal- 
lenge you with it. . 

Many are testifying to life chang- 
ed and we have ,recently heard brill-

At first thought it would seem 
that the constant production of th 
great amount of carbon dioxide aiust 
fill the atmosphere. with the gas, 
‘The fact is, however, that when pure 
air in the country is anal , it is 
never found to contain mo than 
three or four parts in 10,000. This 
is because most plants reverse the 
process which takes place in ani- 
Mals; they take carbon dioxide from 
the air and give off oxygen. 

Catbon dioxide is without color or 
odor and is about 145 times as heavy 
as air. At ordinary temperatures 
one volume of water dissolves about 
one volume of gas but under pres- 
‘sure much more will dissolve, a 
property used in preparing effer- 
vescing soft drinks. 

It is well known that carbon 
dioxide escapes through openings in 
the earth's crust. In a cave near 
Naples, enough carbon dioxide issues 
from, the cracks in its floor to form 
a layer from two to three feet deep 
along the bottom. If a man and a 
small dog walk through the cave, 
while the dog quic becomes un- 
conscious, and soon ‘if not res- 
cued, the man, whose head is well 
above the layer of poisonous gas, 
feels no bad effects. This cave, be- 
cause Of'its fatal effect on dogs, is 
called Grotta del Cane, which means 
the “cave of the dog”. 


Proves Old Saying True 
Eighty-Six Octogenarians Married In 
England Last Year 

The old saw that proclaims ‘It is 
never too late to marry’ was obeyed 
by 86 octogenarians and 428 septua- 
genarians in England and Wales in 
1933. 

According to the registrar-genert- 
al’s statistical review for the year, 81 
of the octogenarians were widowers. 
Of the septuagenarians marrying 
during the year; 351 were mén. 

Only one man of more than 90 
years took the plunge and he was a 
widower.

Practical Problems 

Reviewed At Annual Conférence 

Farm managers of the Colonization. 
Finance Corporation and weds 
Managers and inspectors of member 
companies were present in Winnipeg 
recently for their annual conference 
on practical problems of agriculture 
at the present time. The supervis- 
ing staff of the Canada Colonization 
Association was also in attendance. 

At the meetings, a paper was read 
by D. Howard Doane of St. Louis, 
Mo., on the question of rural apprais- 
ing, and various problems of farm 
management ‘were discussed, among 
them the following: Moisture con- 
servation and’ soil drifting in areas 
subject to drought, problems of con- 
trol and cropping methods to meet 
the grasshopper situation, methods 
for controlling couch grass, ral 
problems in the control of wild oats, 
ways of securing more necessary fall 
work, land utilization involving the 
better use of .waste land, rotation 
plans and practices and better use 
of crop plans, ways of improving 
water supply, a consideration of the 
general situation regarding farm 
machines and horse power, metaods 
of cutting operating costs and a re- 
view of new information regardin; 
the handling of sweet clover. 8. 
Todd, secretary of the industrial and 
development council of the Canadian 
Meat Packers, Toronto, outlined fully 
the marketing procedure. necessar 
to take advantage of the opportuni- 
ties at present afforded in the Brit- 
ish market for the bacon type of 
hog acceptable there. 


The beginning of. an organized 
farm management program, such a 
the Colonization Finance Corporatio. 
has been carrying out for the past 
four years, dates from a meeting of 
the Dominion Mortgage and Invest- 
ment Association held in Montreal, 
March 28 1927. Two years of land 
settlement work on the part of the 
Canadian Colonization Association, a 
subsidiary of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, had clearly demonstrated 
that more extensive supervision of 
new settlers was required. This was 
a greater burden than this organiza- 
tion or individual lending. companies 
could bear, and it was apparent that 
this could best be done by point effort. 

Dypring the first year, the farm 
management department operated in 
a very limited manner, having only 
25,012 acres in tae province of Mani- 
toba under the supervision of the 
chief farm manager, assisted by two 
zohe’ Managers. Zones were estab- 
lished that year with headquarters 
at Winnipeg, Brandon and Dauphin. 
In 1931, the staff of the Colonization 
Finance. Corporation increased to six 
gone managers, supervising 430 
farms comprising 169,155 acres, situ- 
ated entirely in Manitoba, with addi- 


tiona] zone headquarters being estab- 


lished at Portage la Prairie, Mooso- 
min and Daupain, 

In the spring of 1932, operations 
were extended to Saskatchewan, ad- 
ditional zone headquarters _ being 
opened in Birtle; Man., and Oxbow, 
Weyburn, Indian Head, Canora and 
Yorkton, Sask., with a sub-zone in 
Winnipeg. At the present time, the 
Colonization Finance Corporation has 
under its management 1,441 farms 
totalling 486,229 acres, with a farm 
management department consisting 
of the chief farm manager, 13 zone 
managers and two assistant zone 
managers in charge. 

Of these farms, about 75 per cent. 
are operated by the’ owners, eitaer 
as mortgagors or purchasers under 
sales agreements, and only 25 per 
cent. by tenants. The membership

Those familiar with the farming 
program of the Colonization Fin- 
ance Corporation uriderstand taat it 
is built on the economical control of 
weeds and the restoration of soil 
fertility, often through the “use of 
sweet clover, m possible the 
keeping of more and better livestock 
and the lowering of the costs of 
summerfallow. It is always kept in 
mind that grain farming is the major 
project in any system of farming in 
Western Canada. . 

Constant and effective effort has 
been continued by the farm managers 
to provide an improved feed supply 
on all farms and to improve the 
quality of all livestock, The latter 
hag been stressed far more than an 
attempt to increase livestock through 
outside purchases, and the inven- 
tories show a marked increase in 
livestock On a large per centage of 
the equipped farms, A special effort 
is under way to increase very rapidly 
the hog production on the farms. 
The aim is to improve the quality 
and increase the production of hogs 
to take advantage of marketing op- 
portunities available in the British 
market under the Ottawa agreement. 
By the plan adopted, it is expected 
that a continuols flow of the right 
type of hogs, which bring the high- 
est price on the British market, will 
be stimulated and maintained 
throughout the year.
